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Tax of Two Per Cent Upon Nel 
amnings of tyery Corpora- 
lion Proposed. 
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$5,000 PROFITS OR LESS 
EXEMPTED UNDER THE LAW 


‘While Corporations Are Re- 
quired to Supply Information 
of Most Intimate Character, 
Relating to Business, Pro- 
vision Is Made to Safeguard 
Against Wrongful Data. 


Washington, June 25.—President 
Taft's much-heralded corporation tax 
lan was presented to the senate to- 
day by Mr. Aldrich, chairman of the 
fimance committee, and was ordered 
printed as a committee amendment to 
the tariff bill. If schedules are com- 
pleted by Monday the corporation tax 
amendment will then be taken up and 
held before the senate until final dis- 
position is made of it, and of amend- 
ments on the subject of a direct tax 
on incomes. 

In general form the corporation tax 
measures follows the outline given by 
the Associated Press after the con- 
ference at the white house on Tues- 
day night, when the: subject was con- 
sidered by the president, lawyers of 
his cabinet and senate and house re- 
publican leaders. As drafted by Attor- 
ney General Wickersham and Senator 
Root, the measure is believed to be 
amendment proof, and an effort will be 
made to put it through congress un- 
changed. -It will be designated as ‘the 
Taft plan,” the weight of the presi- 
dent's name being depended upon 
largely te encompass its enactment. 

Twe Per Cent Tax. 

Beiefiy stated, the plan proposes a 
tax of 2 per cetit upon the net earn- 
ings of every corporation, joint stock 
company, or association, organized for 
profit and having a capital stock rep- 
resented by shares, and every insur- 
ance company, organized under the 
laws of the United States or of any 
state, territory or district, or organ- 
ized under the laws of any foreign 
country and engaged in business with- 
in the United States. 

“every latitude is given to concerns 
subject to the tax for exemption of 
the expenses, cost of maintenance, the 
depreciation of property, debts and 
the interests thereon, other forms of 
taxation and all expenditures usually 
taken from earnings accounts. Every 
corporation is also given an exemption 
of $5,000 of earnings before the tax 
shall apply. 

All of the machinery relating to the 
collection,’ remission and refund of in- 
ternal revenue taxes is made applica- 
bie to the corporation tax, and the re- 
_ sponsibility for the enforcement of the 
oroposed law rests with the commis- 
sioner of internal revenue in the same 
manner as other internal taxes. 

While the corporations are required 
to supply inforMmation of a most in- 
timate character relating to their busi- 
ness, provision is made to safeguard 
them against wrongful use of data ob- 
tained for the purpose of assessing 
the tax. Penalties are provided in 
cages of false or fraudulent returns. 

Defining the Concerns. 

Practically every character of incor- 
porated institution organized for profit 
is brought within the previsions of 
the corporation tax. The provision de- 
fining the concerns from which the 
tax will be collected is as follows: 

“That every corporation, jcint stock 
company or association, organized for 
profit and having a capital stock rep- 
resented by shares, and éveéery insur- 
ance company, now or hereafter or- 
ganized under the ‘laws of the United 
States or of any state or territory of 
the United States or under the acts 
of congress applicable to Alaska or 
the District of Columbia, or organized 
under the laws of any foreign country 
and engaged in business in any state 
or territory of the.inited States or in 
Alaska or in the district of Columbia, 
shall be subject to pay annualiy a 
special excise tax with respect fo the 
carrying on or doing business by such 
corporation, joint stock company or 
association or insurance’ company, 
equivalent to 20 per centum upon the 
entire net income over and above $5,- 
000, received by it from ail sources 
during such year, exclusive of amounts 
received by it as dividends upon stock 
of other corporations, joint stock 
companies or associations, or insur- 
anee companies subject to the tax 
hereby imposed, or if organized under | 
the laws of any foreign. country, upon 
the amount of net income, over and 
above $5,000, received by it from busi- 
ness transacted and. capital invested 
within the United States and its ter-. 
ritories, Alaska and@ the District of 
Columbia, during such year, exclusive 
of amounts so recéived by it as div- 
idends upon stock of other corpora- 
tions, joint stock éomipanies or asgo- 
ciations, or insurance companies, sub- 
ject to the tax heréby Imposed. :

Mrs. Howard Gould Wins 
Her Fight. 


‘“! Am the Happiest Woman 


Alive,” She Declares—Aij- 
leged Intoxication Might 
Have Been Intense Excite- 
ment, Rules Judge. 


New York, June 25.—After a trial 
of nearly three weeks’ duration, Kath- 
erine Clemmons Gould obtained a 
legal separation from her husband, 
Howard Gould, third son of the late 
Jay Gould, by a decision of Justice 
Dowling in the supreme court today. 
With the exception of alimony, her 
victory was complete, but in this 
phase of the case the court decided 
that $36,000 a vear was sufficient, al- 
though in her suit Mrs. Gould asked 
for %$250.000. She has been receiving 
$25,000 a year from Mr. Gould. 

Tt. was in the vindication of charges 
of intoxication and her alleged rela- 
tions with Dustin Farnum, the actor, 
that Mrs. Gould scored most strongly, 
for notwithstanding the long array of 
witnesses for Mr. Gould, who gave 
such testimony as to make ~-Mrs. 
Gould appear at times as defendant, 
rather than plaintiff, the court held 
that the “alleged intoxication” might 
have been due to excitement. 

Gould Made No Objection. 

As to Dustin Farnum, !ft was held 
that her association with him came 
after Mr. and Mrs. Gould separated, 
and that the husband apparently 
made no objection. 

Immediately after the decision, Mr. 
Nicoll, for Mr. Gould, asked for a 
sixty-day stay of judement, and Clar- 
ence J. Shearn, for the plaintiff, wae 
on this feet to object. He asked for 
an immediate judgment. Justice 
Dowling compromised by making the 
stay thirty days. Mr. Shearn then 
asked for an extra allowance for 
counsel fees, and the court gave him 
$2,000. This, together with the $10,000 
allowed recently and the original al- 
lowance of $5,000, will bring his fees 
to $17,000, with an addifional sum of 
$3,900 for expenses. 

Friends of Mre. Gould began to 
crowd about her as soon as the de- 
cision was announced. She had been 
somewhat lonely during the trial, but 
after the verdict she was kept busy 
receiving congratulations. As the de- 
cision was read she kept her head 
cast down and seemed plainly disap- 
pointed by the allowance. As soon 
as the case was closed, she shook 
hands warmly: with Mr. Shearn and 
thanked him for his conduct of her 
case. Then she beamed on her friends 
and even smiled on the downcgst trio. 
of lawyers who had fought for her 
husband’s interests.

READY FOR INCOME TAK 
AND CORPORATION TAX 


Increases Prove to Be the Or- 
der of the Day—Mr. Craw- 
ford Declares the Friends of 
Duty on Scrap Iron Are 
“Protection Gone Mad”’—lIs 
Adopted Without Change. 


Washingten, June 25.—This was an- 
other of the senate’s active working 
days and by the time the session closed 
at 7 o'clock so many schedules had been 
considered and digposed of that Mr. 
Aldrich freely predicted that by tomor- 
row night all of them would be out of 
the way, leaving the senate free to be- 
gin consideration of the corporation tax 
and tncome tax amendments at the 
commencement of proceedings next 
week and to follow these with the ad- 
ministrative features of the bill. 

Many Increases Made. 

Beginning the day’s session with an 
increase of 5 per cent over the house 
rate of 35 per cent ad valorem on har- 
ness, the senate marched steadily 
along throughout the nine hours of its 
sitting indulging in very little speech- 
making and acting on many import- 
ant provisions. Among the changes 
made were: An increase of the duty 
on scrap iron from 50 cents to $2.50 
per ton, thus placing it on the same 
level as pig iron; an increase of \4 of 
a cent per pound over the house rates 
on wire nails; an increase of from 4.to 
6 cents per pound on menazite sand 
and thorite and other articles used 
in the manufacture of gas mantles, and 
the substitution of specific for ad valo- 
rem rates on files, rasps, etc. 

Toward the close of the day, Sene- 
tor Penrose, of the finance commit- 
tee, but not specifically for the com- 
mittee, presented an amendment fixing 
a dutyoft % a cent per gallon on crude 
oil and after considerable debate it 
Was agreed to. 

During the day, the linoleum and 
oll cloth schedule was recast sO as to 
apparently meet the demands of the 
insurgents and was adopted with the 
understanding that if it should not. be 
satisfactory on inspection in the record, 
the schedule could be reopened tomor- 
row. 

Debates of the Day. 

The principal de®&te of the day was 
on the petroleum, linoleum and s¢rap 
iron provisions. 

Speaking of the provision for a htgh 
rate of duty on scrap iron, Mr. Craw- 
ford declared that it was “protection 
gone mad.”’ 

The provision was also criticised by 
Senators Cummins and Beveridge. It, 
however, found defenders in Senators 
Oliver, Dick and Aldrich. There were 
many efforts to amend the scrap iron 
provision, but it» was adopted without 
change. 

Senator Penrose spoke at length.in 
support of his oil amendment, declar- 
ing that it met the approval of the in- 
dependent producers and refiners. The 
oil fields of Mexico figured extensive- 
ly in this discussion, Senator Gore de- 
clared that they were a myth.

HOUSE HEARD MESSAGE 


BUT TOOK HO ACTION 


Some Members Wished to Dis- 
pose of Case at Once, While 
Others Favored the Appoint- 
ment of Committee to Hear 
the Evidence—Much Inter- 
est Manifested. 


The case of Chairman S. G. McLen- 
don, suspended railroad commissioner, 
is now before the general assembly. 

Governor Smith sent in his message 
yesterday announcing the suspension 
of Chairman McLendon and giving his 
reasons for this action. 

He put it on the ground as stated in 
The Constitution, that Chairman Mc- 
Lendon had completely abandoned “the 
principles and professions which se- 
cured to him his nomination, election 
and appointment,” and cited several in- 
stances along the lines already stated 
in support of this allegation. 

Among these instances were Chair- 
man McLendon’'s alleged opposition to 
the movement to fight the freight rate 
increases on grain and provisions from 
Ohio river crossings last August, his 
supposed attitude favorable to tncreas- 
ing the passenger rates on the Georgia 
railroad, the fact that the chairman 
rode over the Atlanta and West Point 
railroad on an inspection trip without 
paying his fare, and his attitude in 
opposing port rates. 

In other words,

} based his suspension of Chairman Mc- 


Lendpn on the ground that the chair- 
man had pursued a coursé direct!) con- 
trary to the principles laid dewn in the 
Macon platform, adopted at the time 
of his nomination. 

Read in Beth Houses. 

Governor Smith’s message was re- 
ceived and réad in both houses of the 
general assembly shortly before 12 
o'clock, and each house proceeded at 
once to consideration of it. 

There were two distinct proposi-. 
tions before each body, one to provide 
for hearing of the casé before the house 
and senate separately in committee 
of the whole, and the other to provide 
for the appointment of a committee to 
investigate the matter and gather all 
the evidence, reporting the facts to 
each house without making any recom- 
mendation, thus leaving it to each 
member to reach his own conclusion. 

In the senate the latter Proposal pre- 
vailed, after some discussion and ef- 
fort to have the trial before the en- 
tire senate. The senate adopted a res- 
olution providing for the appointment 
of a committeé of five from that body 
and seven from the house to take the 
testimony and report it without rec- 
ommendation. 

In the house the governor's message 
was considered in committee of the 
whole, the committee finally rising 
and the house adjourning without hav- 
ing taken any definite action.

TAKES HIS: LIFE

E. Roberts, but who in reality was 
Robert Emmet Eastman. a failed 
broker of the Consolidated Stock Ex- 
change of New York, passed beyond 
the reach of the law, and with his go- 
ing there vanished the hope of clearing 
up the motive and baffling details of 
this strange tragedy. 

A letter found on Fastman's body 
addressed to Miss Vinnie Bradcome, 
care of Klaw & Erlanger, the theatri- 
cal managers in New York. gave East- 
man’s ill-sustained excuse for the 
crime. It was a rambling account of 
how he had been out in a launch with 
& party of men and women, al! of 
whom had been drinking to excess 
With the exception of himself and Mrs. 
Woodill; of how one of the women, in 
a fit of jealous frenzy, had attacked 
Mrs. Woodill with a wine bottle and 
killed her; how the remainder of the 
party had taken flight, leaving him to 
Gispose of the body, and how, as a 
means of escape from all of his 
troubles, the writer had decided to end 
his life. Eastman asked Miss Brad- 
come t2 ccme to Maryland to take 
charge of bis body and his property. 

Inquest Is Delayed. 

In order to investigate clews offered 
by ‘etters found in Eastman’s porses- 
Bion, the coroner has postponed fur- 
ther inquest into the death of Mrs. 
Weodill. A witness has been found 
who is said to have overheard the 
voices of persons merry-making in 
F'éstmen’'s bungalow Sunday night. 
Among the voices the man is said to 
have recognized that of Mrs. Woodill. 

Miss Braceome taday conveyed the 
somewhat baffling information that 
she knew nothing of a Mr. Roberts or 
cf Bastmain. Foreman Radcliffe, of 
the coroner's jury, wired Miss Brad- 
ceme to ccme and take possession of 
the body, however, and received a re- 
Ply from her saying she could not be- 
cause of lack of funds. He has now 
wired her to draw on him for $50 and 
is now awaiting developments. 

Neither the known movements of 
Eastman and Mrs. Woodill, nor any of 
the circumstances of the case tend to 
tear out Eastman’s explanation in the 
letter, which he had no opportunity to 
mail, according to the authorities, who 
seem to believe with Colonel Charles 
H. Thompson, of McDaniel, the foster 
father of the girl, that Eastman, in 
whose comreny she last was seen alive, 
as responsible for the death of Mrs. 
Woodill. 

Infatuated With Girl. 

Many motives have been advanced. 
That Eastman was infatuated with the 
girl was well known. She in turn, it 
would seem was fascinated by him at 
times and possibly frightened by his 
aitentions. In a note addressed to 
“Dear Wobby,” declining to see him at 
the particular time, but not wishing to 
anger him, she said: 

“It is only an intermittent delirium, 
enyhow, and you had better go and 
‘wash your dishes.’ ” 

After this Eastman evidently pre- 
vailed "upon the girl to visit his farm, 
which was near that of her foster 
father, to see the new bungalow which 
he had buiit. The girl met Eastman 
Saturday, was scen to leave the Mc- 
Daniel wharf in a launch with him, 
and Wednesday her nude body was 
found floating on the surface of Rose 
crééek, crudely tied to a rope and 
weighted with tron and bricks. 

Mrs. Woodill, the wife of Giibert 
Woodill, an automobile dealer in Los 
Angeles, who had been on a visit to 
her relatives, had intended leaving in 
a few days to rejoin her husband, to 
whom she was ostensibly happily mar- 
ried. Jealousy, induced by the fact 
that she was so soon to g0 away, is 
foremost in the list of theories, but the 
real story of the bungalow may never 
be known. . 

Two Oddly Suited Figures. 

The meeting of Eastman and Mrs. 
Woodill, wherever end whenever it oc- 
curreaé, brought together two oddly- 
suited figures, and the tragedy 
brought to an end two strange ca- 
reers. 

Mre. Woodill, though twice married, 
was but a slip of a girl, a vivacious, 
petite Httle thing, fond of pretty 
clothes, always immaculately dressed 
@nd weighing only about 100 pounds. 
Where the girl sprang from and who 
hér father was are clothed with much 
of the same deep mystery which sur- 
rounded the details of her death. The 
records in Minneapolis show that the 
baby adopted by Celonel Charles H.

FOUND GUILTY 


DisappearanceCopperCo. 
Books the Cause. 


Heinze Is Charged With Cor- 
ruptly Impeding the Ad- 
ministration of Justice in 
Connection With Disappear-| . 
ance of Copper Co. Books. 


New York, June 25.—Arthur _ P. 
Heinze, one of the brothers whose 
banking and copper operations have 
been the subject of investigation since 
the collapse of their copper pool, was 
found guilty tonight by a jury in the 
United States circuft eourt, of corrupt- 


ly impeding the administration of jus- 
tice in connection with the disappear- 
ance of the United Copper Company's 
books. 

After a long wrangle between at- 
torneys sentence was suspended by 
Judge Ray until October 11. the court 
declaring that by holding this sentence 
over Heinze’s head “as a prod,” he 
might be induced to bring about the 
restoration of the missing books. The 
maximum penalty under the law is 
three months in jail or a fine of $500. 

The verdict tonight was not accom- 
panied by any recommendation for 
merey, such as accompanied the Robin- 
son verdict yesterday. 

Immediately after the reading of the 
Heinze verdict, Judge Ray pronounced 
sentence in the case of Robinson with 
a fine of $250, added to whjch was a 
verbal lashing from the court.

State School Commissioner Pound by 
tion. W. F. Thomas, of Valdosta, De- 
scribing how, under the long-standing 
method of payment, the county school 
teachers are forced every year to 
sacrifice a large part of their meager 
salaries, it well refiects cenditions all 
over the state, as well as in Berrien: 
Hon. Jere Pound, State School Com- 
missioner, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: I 
herewith hand you a letter just re- 
ceived by me from Hon..IW, G. Avera, 
county schoo] commissioner of Berrten 
county, in which he advises that the 
account of the teachers of Berrien 
county for services rendered during the 
past year amounts to $16,700, of which 
amount $3,340 has been paid and a 
balance of $13,360 remaing due the 
teachers. He further advises that the 
teachers are dependent for a livelihood 
upon the services which they have 
rendered, and that, in order to pay 
their current expenses of living, their 
medical bills and their doctors’ ills 
when sick, some of them have bees 


forced to sell their claims at such dis- 
counts as they were able to get. He 
advises that the conditions which ob- 
tain seriously affect the interest and 
|welfare ofAhe public school system, in 
‘that it renders difficult the work of 
‘securing teachers such as are desired 
‘for the work. When we consider that 
ithe children being taught by these 
same teachers are in the formative 
period of life, and that character form- 
ation is involved, is it not wise that 
every inducement be offered by the 
state to secure the very best of teach- 
ers whose lives are to be impressed 
upon the lives of these children? I am 
sure that Berrien county teachers are 
excellent in every respect, but the 
failure to pay the teachers will natur- 
ally tend to cause an abandonment by 
them of the work. 

I trust that you will urge upon those 
in authority the gravity of the situa- 
tion and its importance.

FROM HOT WAVE

Temperatures Over the 
Country Make Record 
for Year. 


New York, June 25.—Almost the en- 
tire state of New York and practically 
all of New England sweltered today. 

The maximum temperature recorded 
here was 92. There were at least 
seven deaths in the citv proper, due 
to heat, one suicide and two attempts 
at suicide. Prostrations were so fre- 
quent as to pass almost’ unnoticed. 
Conditions were almost unbedrable in 
the manufacturing centers of New 
England and manv miljJs and. shops 
were closed. Two deaths were report- 
ed at Providence, R. 1., and one at New 
Bedford, Mass. 

In New York city the east side suf- 
fered most, and many of the small and 
poorly ventilated factories shut down 
during the afternoon. 

Starting at 8 o'clock this morning, 
the mercury climbed steadily until it 
reached its maximum of 92 at 3 o'clock. 

At 5 o’clock this afternoon a 26-mile 
‘an hour gale sprang up, bringing with 
it a downpour of rain with thunder- 
| storm accompaniments. In less than 
thirty minutes the mercury dropped to 
69 degrees. Several flimsy structures 
at Coney island and. vicinity were 
blown down and small boats were over- 
turned, but no loss of life was re- 
ported.

FROM THE SOUTH: 


Senate Passes Resolu- 
tion Addressed to 
Taft and Knox. 


The Georgia senate wants President 
Taft to select a fair and proportionate 
number of the consular representa- 
tives of the United States from the 
States of the south. 

The senate, bv two-thirds vote, sus- 
pended the rules yesterday, and then 
tnanimousiy passed a resolution by 
Senator Longley, of the Thirty-sev- 
enth, to this effect. 

Senator Longley’s resolution recites 
the recent utterances of President 
Taft, whose object has been “to wipe 
out the feelineg that the central gov- 
®rnment at Washington is a govern- 
ment alien to the southland,’” and ac- 
cepts these statements In the utmost 


The resolution then recites the ex- 
tent of the cotton growing and cot- 
ton milling industry in tne south; says 
that for political considerations the 
president is not expected to agpoint 
sOuthern Democrats to fill the higher 
positions in the diplomatic service, 
but that the appointment of consuls, 
it would seem, should be without re- 
gard to political affiliations: declares 
it stands to reason that consuls from 
the south would feel a keener inter- 
est in the development and extension 
of southern commerce tn foreign 
coumries, especially in respect to cot- 
ton and cotton products, and asserts 
that the present records show a great 
discrimination in the appointment of 
consufs, agains the, south, viz., Ohio 
having forty-five and New York nine- 
ty-seven consuls, while Georgia, Ala- 
hama, Texas, South Carolina, North 
Carolina, Arkansas and Mississippl 
combined have only forty-two such 
officers, none of whom are sent to 
the Orient, which is the greatest field 
for the ca&ton vroods trade. 

The resolution concludes as follows: 

“The cotton states. appeal to the 
president and secretary of state for 
eonsuls taken from their mids:z, that 
a deeper interest may be shown in ex- 
tending and broadening trade and a 
greater demand for the cotton output 
created. 

“Resolved, therefore, Tha 
ernor of this state be requested 
sign and certify this resolution, and 
statement of facts, and forward ‘the 
same to President Taft and Secretary 
of State P. C. Knox.”’

IN STRIKE CASE 


General Manager Scott 


Was Last Witness. 


With*the testimony of Thomas K. 
Scott, general manager of the Georgia 
railroad, in the arbitration case be- 
tween the Georgia road and its fire- 
men, testimony: in the controversy 
closed yesterday afternoon. 

When the board of arbitrators con- 
vene this morning argument will be- 
gin. There will be four talks, and it 
is hoped that the speakers will coin- 
plete the argument in the six-hours 
session which will be held. 

The firemen will have the opening 
and the closing speeches. General At- 
torney Dickson, of the brotherhood, 
will open, and Sahders McDaniel, for 
the railroad, will follow. Major J. B. 
Cumming will close the argument for 
the road, and Rube Arnold for the 
brotherhood men. 

While General Manager Scott was 
probably the most interesting witness 
presented during the day, probably 
since the investigation began nothing 
came from his declarations to satisfy 
the curiosity and expectancy of the 
crowd. Equipped with rule books is- 
sued by the American Association of 
Railroad Men, General Manager Scott 
presented to the court the conditions 
obtaining generally throughout the 
country, as he said. He gave @ com- 
plete history of the troubles between 
the Georgia road and its firemen, go- 
ing back to the first visit at his office 
by a committee from the brotherhood.

REASONS FOR SUSPENDING 
CHAIRMAN S. G. MLENDON 


In the following message to the 


general assembly, which was read in 
both houses yesterday, Governor Smith 
announced his suspension of Chairman 
S. G. McLendon from the office of 
railroad ctommissicner, and gave his 
reasons therefor: 

“Message. State of Georgia, Execu- 
tive Department, Atlanta, Ga., June 
25, 1909.—To the General Assembly:; 
On the 24th day of June, 1909, I sus- 
pended Mr. 8. G, McLendon from the 
office of railroad commissioner. In pur- 
suance of the requirements of law. I 
have the honor to report to you the 
fact of such suspension and the rea- 
sons therefor. 

“The act of 1878 and ({879, as con- 
tained in code Section 12185, provides 
that any commissioner may be sus- 
pended from office by order of the gov- 
ernor, who shall report of the fact o 


M. Brown as commissioner. I] appoint- 
ed Mr. McLendon to take his place, 
convinced by his utterances and con- 
duct that he would be loyal to the 
principles enunciated in the Macon 
platform. 

“For the past few months his official 
conduct, and his public utterances have 
indicated that he had abandoned the 
principles to which he was committed 
and upon professons of which he ob- 
tained the position of railroad commis- 
sioner. 4 

“I will call attention to a few in- 
stances of conduct on his part to il- 
lustrate what I mean. : 

“When the railroads from the west 
put up the rates into Georgia last fal! 
he opposed any resistance before the 
interstate commerce commission ¢/ .ue6 
increase of rates, and after the Georgia 
railroad commission determined to fight 
the increased rates, although chairman 
of the commission, he gave no assist- 
ance to the attorneys for the state in 
the litigation. On the contrary, his 
conduct indicated sympathy with the 


such suspension, and the reasons 
therefor, to the next genérail assembly, 
and if a majority of each branch of 
the general assembly declare that said 
commissioner shall be removed from 
office, his term of office shall expire. 

“Further on in the section it is pro- 
vided that ‘in case of any commis- 
sioner becomes disqualified in any 
way he shall at once remove the dis- 
qualification, or resign, or, on fail- 
ure to do so, he must be suspended 
from the office by the governor.’ 

“The last provision for the suspen- 
sion of a commissioner by the gov- 
ernor is mandatory. Under its terms 
the governor must remove the com- 
missioner for cause specified. 

“The first provision is discretionary 
and under its terms the governor 
may remove for causes which he deems 
sufficient. 

“| regurd the effect of the first 
vision to be similar to the right 
recall. 

“The limitation which is placed upon 
the action of the governor is that 
the legislature must subsequently pass 
upon the question The legisiature 
may remove the commissioner or re- 
store him. : 

“Mr. McLendon was nominated (for 
railroad commissioner in September, 
1906, at the convention held in the city 
of Macon. The delegates to this con- 
vention were selected after a cam- 
paign extending al! over the state for 
months, in which the duties of a rail- 
commissioner and railread su- 
and regulation by the rail- 
were fully discussed. 

“There are two definite schools of 
thought upon this subject, and the 
attitude of the Macon convention was 
unmistakable. 

“Prior to the selection of delegates 
to the Macon convention, and during 
the campaign referred to, Mr. McLen- 
don published a number of able ar- 
ticles advocating the policies repre- 
sented by the delegates to the Macon 
convention. That convention declared 
its policies upon the subject of rait- 
road regulation and supervision ina 
definite platform.

“His conduct has indicated clearly a 
desire to increase the passenger rates 
cn the Georgia railroad, although such 
n *ncrease is unnecessary for the pur- 
poce of giving reasonable compensa- 
iion and profits to this company, and 
wane be unjust to the traveling pub-

“He has resisted the lowering of 
fre ght rates to and from the ports of 
Gevuggia to interior points, although 
suci reductions would be reasonable 
and compensatory to the railroad com- 
vantes, and of great benefit to the peo- 
ple of the state. 

“He was himself committed to this 
re.iwy when he secured the office, and 
he morally bound himself to stand by 
this policy while in office when he ac- 
cepted the nomination upon the plat- 
form which approved it. 7 

“He has sought to anticipate deci-. 
sions of the railroad commission by 
getting into the press argumerpts 
against reduction of rates. 

“Indeed, since the summer of 1998, 
he has shown by his conduet from 
time to time a complete abandonment 
of the principles and professions which 
secured to him his nomination, elec- 
tion and appointment, and has put him- 
self in line with the most extreme op- 
posing schools of thought. 

“In my opinion, all these acts by Mr. 
McLendon are hostile te the best in- 
-terests of the people of Georgia and 
together amount to an abandonment 
by him of the obligations which he 
assumed by his profession and the 
platform which gave him his nomina- 
tion, election and appointment. 

“He unites abandonment of election 
obligations with policies hostile to the 
interests of the people of the state. 

“With these two conditions combined 


ters was largely responsible for his 
nomination by the Macon convention 
and for his subsequent election. 

“He accepted the nomination on the 
platform adopted at Macon, and his 
prior conduct justified those who gave 
him the nomination, and those who 
elected him, in believing that he was 
in perfect sympathy with the princi- 
ples laid down in the platform of the 
convention.

- SWAMPS SENATE

ManyI mportantBillsWere 
Introduced. 


Two Bills Providing for Bien- 
nial Sessions, One to Mak 
Railroads Fence in Their 
Rights-of-Way and Many 
Others of Interest. 


Outside of its: action with reference 
to Governor Smith’s message announc- 
ing the suspension of Chairman 6. G. 
McLendon of the railroad commission 
and the passage of a resolution urging 
the appointment by the’ president of 
more consuls frorf the cotton states, 
the senate did nothing yesterday but 
listen to the reading of new bills, pros- 
pective legislation which the authors 


introduced quite freely. 

There were two bills providing for 
biennial sessions of the general as- 
sembly, one requiring all railroads in 
the state to fence in their rights-of- 
way, one providing a new method of 
selecting judges and solicitors of su- 
perior courts, one amending the game 
laws, one to permit the mortgaging of 
the current season’s crops, one to pre- 
vent insurance companies from trans- 
ferring suits to the United States 
courts, and several more yet. 

Biennial Sessions. 

One of the bills amending paragraph 
S$. section 4, article 3 of the state con- 
stitution so as to provide for biennial 
instead of annual sessions of the legis- 
lature, was introduceé by Senator Mc- 
Curry, of the Thirty-first, and this is 
bill No. | on the senate calendar. This 
does not necessarily mean it will be 
the first measure acted on, but it gives 
it precedence over other bills. 

A precisely similar bill providing for 
biennial sessions was introduced by 
Senator Slater of the First. 

Senator Ward, of the Fifth, intro- 
duced a bill to require.all the rai’ roads 
in the state to fence in their rights-of- 
way. This would involve a large: ex- 
pense on the railroads and naturally 
they don’t want to do it. Copies of 
the bill were quite in demand and the 
indications are that thoee interested 
are preparing for warm opposition. 

“ Still More Pensions. 

A bill introduced by Senator Sellers 
of the Third, provides for an amend- 
ment to paragraph |, section I, article 
7, of the constitution as amended by 
vote of the people in the last election, 
so as to strike out the provision that 
no pergon shall be entitled to a pen- 
(sion who owns in his own right $!,- 
500 worth of property. 

The provision that no person 
$1,500 worth of property shall draw 
a pension,.is about the last bar left 
to pension extension since the adop- 
tion of the service pension amendment, 
and Senator Seller’s bill proposes to 
remove that, which would open the 
pension doors to practically every per- 
son and évery widow of every person 
who served in the civil war. 


Selection of Judges. 

Senator Pitts of the Forty-third, in- 
troduced a bill to amend paragraph 2, 
section 3, article 6 and paragraph I, 
section I!, article 6, of the constitu- 
tion so as to provide a new method 
for the selection of judges and solici- 
tors general. of the superior courts ot 
the state. 

It is provided in the first amendment 
that the justices of the supreme court 
shall submit the names of three quali- 
fied persons from the circuit in ques- 
tion, and that the governor shall nomi- 
mate one of these and present the name 
to the senate for confirmation, as judge 
of the circuit, 

It is next provided that the judge - 
of the superior courts shall select the 
solicitors general in the same manne: 


with 


_fied persons to the governor, who 
shall nominate one of them and submit 
_the name to the senate for confirma- 
i tion. " 

Removal of Suits. 

Senator Ward, of the seventh, in- 
troduced a bill requiring the insur- 
j; ance commissioner to cancel the li- 
cense of any fire, life, accident or 
fidelity insurance company, doing busi- | 
| ness in the state, in the event it shall 
remove from any court any suit 
| brought against it. The object of 
the measure is, of course, to prevent 
the removal of suits against insurance 
companies to the United States courts. 

The new game law, as drawn and 
approved by the Georgia Fish and 
Game Protective Association’s execu- 
tive committee, was introduced in the 
senate by Senator R. D. Calloway, of 
the twenty-ninth. 

Succession to Governorship. 
Senator Ward, of the seventh,  in- 
, troduced a bill which has for its ob- 
ject remedying the defect im the law 
relative to the succession to the gov- 
ernorship in the event of the death or 
the disability of the governor-in the 
interim between the expiration of'one 
legislature and the assembling of the 
next one—a period of about elght 
months. 

It will be recalled that during this 
period there is no President of the 
senate or speaker of the house, be- 
eause the old legislature expires 
when the new one is elected, and the 
new one does not meet to choose its 
officials until the June following the 
election in October. 

Senator Ward's bill proposes to 
amend paragraph 8, section 1, article 
5 of the constitution, so as to provide 
that in the event there is no presidént 
of the senate, then the president of 


the last senate shall be first in line of 
succession, and while there is no! 
speaker of the house, then the speaker 
of the last house shall be second in 
line, in the event anything should 
happen te the governor. 

Other Bille Introduced.

The confederate veterans of both 
houses of the general assembly met in 
the office of Pension Commissioner 
John W. Lindsay on yesterday and 
discussed a designed to put 
into effect the constitutional amend- 
ment approved last year providing for 
odding to the pension roll of the state 
all ex-confcderate soldiers and the 
widows of such soldiers who are worth 
less than $1,500. 

A committee was appointed to per- 
fect the proposed bill and report to a 
meeting to be held next Wednesday. 
The committee consists of Captain J. 
J. ©. McHan, of Clarke; Captain Ben 
Milliken, of Wayne; J. W. P. White- 
ley, of Glascock, and M. P. McWhor- 
ter. of Greene. 

It is estimated by Pension Commis- 
sioner Lindsay from reports made to 
him by the ordinaries of Georgia, that 
there are 8,569 ex-confederate soidiers 
and the widows of such soldiers who 
are eligible for admission to the state's 
pension rolls under the constitutional 
amendment adopted last year amend- 
ing paragraph 1, section 1 of article 7 
of the state constitution. 

Commissioner Lindsay believes that 
not more than 3,000 of these can pos- 
sibly make the required showing and 
present the proofs necessary. If they 
are allowed $60 per year, this will 
swell the pension roll by $180,0v0. If 
the legislature decided to make the 
amount $50 the total cost will be | 
$150,000. 

It is provided in the rough draft of 
the bill discussed that the widows of 
veterans claiming pensions under this 
emendment must have been married 
to véterans prior to January 1, 1870. 

It is provided that “no soldier who 
deserted his command, or his country, 
or absented himself from his lawful 
command and remained away without 
authority when he could, by proper 
effort, have returned to his command, 
shall be entitled to a pension under 
this bill.”

REVIEW OF COTTON 
AND OTHER MARKETS 


Néw York. June 25.—COTTON-—-It is, 
to a large extent, a weather market in 
cotton, ahd as conditions much of the 
time during the week, over a wide 
stretch of territory east of the Mis- 
stssippi river; have been unfavorable, 
the sharp advance that has occurred 
is not et all surprising. The market 
promises to be sensitive, to an unusual 
degree, to adverse weather news dur- 
ing the remainder of the session. The 
efficial weather reports show that for 
the season from March 1 to June 24 
there has been a surplus in the rain- 
fall, as compared wiih the normal, of 
10oughly 13 to 20 inches in parts of 
Alabame and from 7 to 15 in portions 
of. Mississippi The market has been 
flooded of late with serious reports 
regarding the situation, not only in 
these states, but also in other portions 
of the eastern belt, and there is a 
growing belief that ideal weather con- 
Citions during the remainder of the 
season will be absolutely essential to 
the raising of anything like a normal 
vield. Reports frcm Texas have been 
favorable, m the. main, owing to the 
fall of benefieglai rains, but reports 
of damage from weevil, it is worthy of 
note, are increasing. It is contefided 
by the advocates of higher prices that 
the plant in parts of Alabama and 
Georgia, as well as Mississippi, is 80 
badly tm the grass that considerable 
areas will have to be abandoned, 
Meanwhile trade in cotton goods con- 
tinues to expand The advices from 
Fall River are cheerful. Mills in New 
England are believed to be carrying 
smal] supplies of the raw material. 
Stocks in Russian and some other con- 
tinental mills are said to be at a low 
stage. Supplies of unsold cotton at 
the south are declared, in many letters 
and dispatches, to be unusually emall. 
General trade continues to show im- 
provement and there can be no doubt 
that a large yield will be needed. The 
present outiook. for the crop in very 
important sections leaves much to be 
Gesired. There has been & noteworth) 
broadening of the speculation here of 
late. The vnfavorable character of 
much of the crop news has encouraged 
outside public buying an 
veranee R the cotton trade proper are 
committed to the bull or ss os 
UGAR.—The sugar situation 
‘cers little in the way of interesting 
feature during the past week and, 
taken all in all, is not very satisfac- 
tory from. the refiners’ standpoint. The 
absence of demand/is, of course, only 
natural after the recent spurt of buy- 
ing, incidental to the short-lived slash- 
ing. of prices, distriduters being busy 
in taking out the sugars purchased. 
Until these contracts are cleared uD, 
the tranquility will continue, but some 
circles point to the rumors of private 
shading of quotations as not the best 
omens for the future. The hot weather 
“may clear away the atmosphere. of sus- 
picion in refining circles, for an active 
consuming movement will mean bus!- 
ness for all concerned. While present 
selling tactics, so brokers claim, have 
spoiled the summer campaign, there is 
yet time to mend matters. The re- 
finers have raw sugar enough to carry 
them through July at -least, and for 
this reason are vefuseng to climb after 
the remainder of the Cuban crop. Their 
licy seems to be to pick up distressed 
ots at concessions, the seller in that 
case preferring not to incur the cost 
of storing and the loss in weight. The 
Cuban figures show that only six cen- 
trale are grinding in a light way, the 
stock on @dsiand being 228,000 tons, 
part of which ‘will be kept for home 
consumption...The refiners. must soon 
turn their attention to Javas to eke 
out the. fall meltings, 400,000 tons be- 
ing the estimated necessities, though

TRADE OF WEEK REVIEWED 


New York, June 25.—Bradsireet's to- 
morrow: will say that improvement is 
more manifest this week, the main- 
spring of this being better weather 
and crops and further expansion in the 
volume of industrial operations. Re- 
tail reports are still rather irregular, 
excessive heat being credited with re- 
tarding distribution in some sections, 
but, on the whole, sales of summer 
goods have been benefited by more 
seasonable temperatures. 

Jobbing trade reports are slightly 
better, pointing to an improvement in 
re-order demand, but by far the best 
reports as to distributive trade still 
come from wholesale lines, which rep- 
resent crop reports as stimulating the 
placing of business for next fall and 
spring delivery. Collections are rather 
slower as a whole this week, appar- 
ently reflecting weather conditions and 
the fact that farmers are now busy 
with the crops. 

The industries led by iron and steel 
show expansion of operation, larger 
output, some wage advances and more 
confidence is expressed than at any 
preceding time since the depression be- 
gan. 

The situation in tYeather trades is 
one of great strength, based apparent- 
ly on the scarcity of nides. Shoe ship- 
ments continue to expand and are 24 
per cent larger than a year ago ih the 
east. St. Louis shipments are, however, 
slightly behind a year ago, though 
manufacturers expect to catch up. 

Great activity is reported in the 
building trades, but demand for lum- 
ber seems to drag in some sections. 

Cotton goods have a hardening tone, 
aided by the advance in raw material. 
The opening of the 1910 spring season 
trade in woolens and worsted men’s 
wear goods at the highest prices for 
over a decade is another evidence of 
the very strong positions of prices of 
textiles generally.
